In reply to Mr. L. L. McCurdy, a, for- 


mer Confederate soldier, who served coi- 
tiouously from |the beginning of the re- 
bellion to th|e end of it in the Army of the 
Northern Virginia under Lee, and who 
has addressed us ai courteous letter in re- 
ference to our continents upon the rela- 
tions of Mr. jStan'tbn to General McClellan, 
we make the following explanation: 


It is indubitably true that the problem pre- 


sented to Grant when he assumed command 
of the loyal armies in Virginia was 'very 
different from the one which McClellBn 
bad to wrestle -with, but it is also true tint 
Grant went ab'out it in a way very different 
from that pursued by McClellan. He lost 
no time in moving out to tfrid and fight 
Lee, with just what resources ihe Govern- 
ment was able to put at his command, and, 
before going, fie said, man fashion, to Mr. 
Lincoln and. Mr. Stanton that they had 
done all they could to promote his succelss, 
and if he failed the fault would be h is own 
and not theirs. He did not decline to ex- 
plain his plan to the President, as McClel- 
lan did, nor did HB move his army by 'a 
"giant's stride" 250 miles by land and wa- 
ter from the Rapidan to. the James! River 
and take two months to do it in as McCel- 
lan did, ostensibly to find an enemy, the 
heart of whose army ;was not ted rni^s 
away, and which three1 years' experience 
had shown to be about the easiest .thing. In

Grant we'nt straight at it, and'overbore 


It, and ultimately, destroyed it by a series 
of movements md battles unlike.anything 
ever seen before in modern warfare, ao'd 
we do not doub; lhat had McClellan used 
the same kind of strategy, tactics, logis- 
tics, . courage, and resolution, when tbe 
task was his, aa Grant used, he would 
have destroyed Lee's army in his tirst cam- 
paign against it.l Neither do we doubt 
that If Grant had been in McClellan's 
place, either at M.ajvern Hill or at. Antii(^- 
tam, he would have gained a great victory 
~ 


then and there. Moreover, we "honesuy 
believe" that ft Grant had commanded the 
Array of the Potomac at any time before 
Gettysburg uhe would have cut a greaier 
figure in history" than any of its-com- 
manders, just ~.he same as ^ie does now— 
for the simple reason that lie had a habit 
from the first at fighting his battles add 
campaigns through to a successful ending, 
and all the cone itioos of the campaigns in 
Virginu^were relatively just as favorable 
to that kind of a conclusion from the Be- 
ginning ajs they were elsewhere.

It is a custom Ul-' 
mqst as old as history to praise the adver- 
sary we have beaten, for thereby we swell 
our own apparent, importance- Sherman, 
In; his Memoirs, praises Johnston inoi'di- 
nately; and many other instances of Lhe 
same sort might be pointed out, but i: is 
hardly worth -he trouble, for very few 
pe'dple regard «uch praise as even raising 
the presumption of superiority.
